Representative Hay (I, a.) chairman 
of the Democratic house caucus issued 
a call for a caucus Friday at 8 p. m. in 
the hall of the bouse to receive the re- 
port of the special ctHnmlttee on res6 
lutlons declaratory pf party policy. 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa, 
author of the Nicaragua bill which 
passed the house, says the report of 
the isthmian canal commission in fav- 
or of the Panama route does not 
change the legislative status of the 
canal bill. "Undoubtedly the report 
will influence individual opinion, " said 
Mr Hepburn, "but it will not lead td 
any abandonment of efforts In behalf 
of the Nlearagvaa route by the friends 
of that measure." Friends of the 
Panama measure in the house say 
there will be no move to recall the 
canal bill and that it remains for the 
senate to meet the new conditions 
presented by tJieiesprL

t>t!tretary Root has transmitted to 
the senate a flaietteer of the Philip- 
pine islands prepared in the division 
of insular aflatrs contatelng Infbrma- 
tlon relative to the different Islands 
and provinces and their civil and mil- 
itary governments, their facilities of 
transportation, the cable and postal 
stations and general Information con- 
eeml|ig all localities la the Philip- 
pines. The report is compiled from of- 
ficial and other sour<'eB. Srcretary 
Root urged that It be printed because 
he says, he thinks It would be a valu- 
able addtloa tfi the public literature 
upon the subject of the Philippines.

Claim Made That Former Secretary 

Pearre Overdrew Win AlIowaiioeH 
aud Tbut .Mitchell and Uther Nu- 
ttooal Offieers Protected Ulan. 



Indianapolis. Jan. LM. — Charpes 
r.gainst President Mit- hell. .^'e< retary 
Wilson and the executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America were 
the first order of business before the 
United Mine Workers' convention 
Tuesday afternoon, and the unexpected 
announcement that the charges would 
be taken up caused a flurry of excite- 
ment in the convention. 

President Mitchell, in a vole* futf of 
emotion, addre.sslng the convention, 
said: "Gentlemen of the I nited .Mine 
Workers' (onvention. the election of 
officers was to have been the ftrst thing 
on the program today, but I have to 
say, with deep feeling and regret, that 
the charges have been made by Miss 
.Mollle Mertdith. an < x rmiiloye of ttie 
national ofIl> e. affei iing inyselt as pres- 
ident of the national boily. against 
your national secretary, Mr. Wilson, 
and also against the national executive 
board. The time has come for the elec - 
tion of national nfllc ers. but I am un- 
willing to p!()< eed until tiiese i har^es 
have been beard. 1 therefore ask the 
convention to hear these charges, and 
I ask W. D. Van Horae. of*|ndIana to 
take the chair while iw charges are 
being heard. " 

When Mr. Van Horne took the chair 
Delegate Love of Iowa moved that the 
convention go. into cloeed seaelon. and 
that all newspaper men lb excluded 
while the charges were heard. Dele- 
gate .McKay of Pennsylvania opposed 
the motion. Pelepite Nichols said that 
some delegates seemed anxious to have 
the charges aired. He thought those 
making the chargee ought to aak per- 
mission to appear and iiake tbem. 
Delepate Harrison of Illinois moved 
that Miss Meredith be sent for and 
iisked to explain the charges. The mo- 
tion carried, and acting President Van 
Home appointed Dclesacea Nichols of 
Pennsylvaniflf. Reese of Iowa and Has- 
kins ot Ohio a committee to go to the 
Denison hotel to e«( ort Miss .Meredith 
to the convention hall. Tliere was 
much suppressed excitement through- 
out the convention as it awaited the 
hearing of the charges. Preeldent 
Mitchell took a seat back on the stage 
and awitc<l .Miss Meredith's coming. 

Dcletraie Reese on reliiriiin}; to the 
hall, bringing Miss Meredith, said she 
had prepared the chargee in iUc torm 
ot a typewritten maauaerfpt Recee 
said Miss Meredith would read the 
statement and would btattba di a p aa al 

of tue committee. . ' < 

The reading of the chargee praefled 
an unusual scene la a miners' conven- 
tion. 

The chargee allege defalcation by 
the former ^secretary-treasurer. Peanv, 
aud allege that President .Mitdiell ami 
Setrttary-treasurer Wilson did not 
give out all the facts concerning 
Pearre'a actions and that they "will- 
fully liid" to the miners' committee a 
year ago. An invt-stigatton of the 
books is demanded to see how much 
Pearce's defalcation was. It is inti- 
mated that both .Mitchell and Wilson 
sought to protect Pearce, and for that 
reason did not give all the facts. Miss 
Meredith charges that Pearce fre- 
quently presented bills for double the 
amount of purchases. She al.^o ^.ayb 
that Pearce's "extra nwney" amounted 
to 12,000 a year, while Mitchell and 
Wilson reported that he had taken 
only 1160. Miss Meredith also says 
that Mitchell allowed Pearce to go 
away as a "sick man" and send in his 
reelgnatlon from French Lick Springs. 
I Jm tiW eOBOlUSlon of Miss Meredith's 
Btateaient Seeretary-Treasnrer Wilson 
spoke at length. Ha denied the state- 
ment and said It was tha ovtgrawtb 
of spite. 

Mr. Mitchell addressed the dele- 
gates, denying the Stories contained 
in Mlae tferedltl^'a atatMseat. The 

convention appeared to be with the 
president, as his remarks were fre- 
quently Interrupted by applause.

Wilkesbawe. Pa., an. 21.— John Luts 
was hang3d Tuesday for the murder 

of his wife. Lutz kept his nerve until 
the noose was pl.-.ced over his head 
when he gave way and would liave col- 
lapsed bad ae not been supported by 
the sheriff. 

The crime Ltitz committed was par- 
ticularly brHfal. The evening of Nov. 
28. 18H9, he liecame enraged because 
his wife did not desire their daughter 
to play an organ as the child was ill. 
Lutz left the house aa4 returned at 
midnight with an axe. Proceeding to 
the room where Mrs. Lutz and her 
daughter were sleeplntc. he brained 
his wife then retired to Ills own roimi 
where he was arrested next da^. At 
the first trial the Jury waa out 1< da|a 
before returning a first degree ver- 
dict. One of the Jurors Informed the 
judge that he was impelled by sick 
ness to sign the verdict which was 
Agalast his conscience. Lutz was giv- 
en a ne^v trial and was convicted. 
Pardoned and Hanged.

May 9, 1899. he escaped 
from the Missouri penitentiary In ci;l- 
zen's clothes obtained in the factoiy 
where he was working. At a fuiin 
house he stole a rifle and when Henry 
Splekef. a member of a posse came 
up Cr.nft shot and fatally wounded 
!iim. Craft was shot and recai)tur< d. 
lie was tritd and (onvlrted of murder 
in Cole county court and sentenced to 
hang Governor Dockery pardonc d 
Craft ot his prison sentence in order 
that he m\ihi he hanga'd.

It provldaa that "no person ahall be 
appointed to any ofTice who is related by 
afiioity or consanguinity within the d»- 
gree of flrat oomIb to tkm oAoar «r ol^ 
fijera making the appointment or any of 
them. Thia act sball apply to all posi- 
tlooa to which a aalary ia attached, or in 
which the datiea pertain to any court, or 
are (or the assiatanoe of any Judge or 
other public oflloer or bodj of ofBoen, or 
for their aeryioe Ia uaj way. 

"No peraoh who ia a member of the 
body of oflicerfi which is to fill any office 
of public poaition by appointment or 
eleotloB aliyi bo ohglMo for appointment 
or election to puch office during the term 
for which be holds office as a member of 
auch body. 

"This act shall not apply to tbe office of 
Master Commistiiouer of the Circuit
